In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

At page 7, line 5 of Paper No. 10, "phenylthiophene" is incorrect; "phenylthiophene" should read --thienylpyridine- 
and refers to the ligand of formula (1) in the '349 foreign priority document. 

Interpreting paragraph [0015] of the '349 priority document broadly as describing ligands for a generic iridium 
complex rather than as further defining formulae (1)-(3), the '349 priority document appears to provide sufficient 
support for formula [20] as set forth in finally rejected claim 5 and for formula [8] as set forth in finally rejected claim 24, 
in which case Grushin's published application is not available as prior art. 

No agreement was reached with respect to any amendment that might overcome the rejection based on 
Thompson's published application. 

The examiner suggested that applicant file an amendment to address the issues under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1st and 2nd 
paragraphs, that are set forth in the final rejection, and to present arguments regarding foreign priority documents and 
support for formulae [20] and [8]. The examiner will reconsider rejections of record and, if necessary, reopen 
prosecution.
